match package, but 
the ASF wanted 
$100,000. 

The rights were 
then offered without 
success to commer- 
cial networks. 

if the ASF and 
Sheean's aim is to get 
coverage for soccer 
on commercial televi- 
sion, then they must 


have very short 
memories. 
In 1983, the ASF 


announced a two-year 
arrangement to 
screen Australia’s in- 
ternational matches 
on Channel 7. 

However, promised 
live telecasts turned 
into edited highlights 
shown at 11pm, and 
the network’s Austra- 
lian soccer coverage 
fizzled out after six 
months. 

During the current 
series, the Australian 
public was denied the 
chance to view the 
progress of its natio- 
nal team. 

Naturally, televis- 
ing matches in the 
city of origin is out of 
the question, but 
when Australia is 
playing in Adelaide, 
for example, viewers 
in Sydney and Mel- 
bourne should be ca- 
tered for. 

We believe Sheean 
blundered by rejec- 
ting the SBS offer. 
The only way to in- 
crease crowds at Aus- 
tralia’s matches is by 
increasing public 
awareness of the Soc- 
ceroos, and that can 
be achieved most suc- 
cessfully through 
television coverage. 

SBS has done Aus- 
tralian soccer a great 
service by taking the 
Australian team and 
the National League 
into people’s homes 
on a regular basis in 
recent years. 

In fact the network 
is quite correctly rec- 
ognised as the “soccer 
station.”

A 25-YEAR 
CONTRAST 


ON a recent Saturday evening, 
those people in the range of 
SBS television had the 
opportunity and privilege of 
watching a replay of the 
famous European Cup Final of 
4960 between Real Madrid and 
Frankfurt. Later that night 

could watch and compare 
today’s so-called modern foot- 
ball in the FA Cup Final 
(Everton v Man Utd). 


After watching both matches — 
and what a contrast they were — it 
only confirmed in my mind what is 
wrong with today’s soccer and 
what was right with yesterday's 


soccer. 
in the Real Madrid game, there 
was not one offside play for the 
first 70 minutes and neither team 
played the offside trap at all at any 
stage of the game. As well there 
was none of the epidemic back- 
ing to the goalkeeper. 
‘As for dirty play or foul play, 


there was few if any of what we 


apologetically call today professio- 
nal fouls, or any sort of vicious 
play. 

As for trench warefare midfield 
centre defensive play, well the 
scoreline tells its own story. 

Then we come to FA Cup Final. 
As the scoreline shows, Man Utd 
won the match but Everton won a 
special prize for the way they have 
perfected the offside trap. 

They also won a special prize for 
the number of times they passed 
the ball back to the goalkeeper 
unnecessarily. 

‘As for the number of professional 
fouls committed by players, both 
teams shared that prize even 
though Moran was sent off. The 
prize for the most ultra-defensive 
approach to the game must again 
go to Everton but only narrowly. 

In summary, the 1985 FA Cup 
Final was a disgraceful game of 
soccer which was only partially 
retrieved after Moran was sent off 
and Man Utd played on with 10 
men. This Everton team for my 
money confirmed that all the critic- 
ism of them by English commenta- 
tors was correct. They are a_dis- 
ease to previous really great Ever-

AUSTRALIA’s four matches in the international 
series drew much praise for the players, yet nobody 
would doubt that the greatest of all their perform- 
ances was seen in the unlikely arena of Adelaide’s 


Football Park. 


This was the 
night when 
Udinese, rated by 
some as the top side 
in the series, were 
humbled 2-1 by Au- 
stralia. 

What a pity the out- 
standing exhibition 
was seen only by 
some 8,000 spectators 
in the 50,000-capacity 
stadium ... and there 
was no live TV inter- 
state to convince the 
doubters of Australia’s 
quality. 

Indeed, the match

Bingham said he was impressed with the 
Young Socceroos. 

“They are as good as players anyenere 
else in the world at this age,” the 
Irishman declared.

“Australia were as good as any team in 
the series.

Wallace scaled the heights as a player 
with Scottish giants Glasgow Celtic, who 
‘strung together a record nine Scottish 
championship wins. 

He also won a European Cup winners 
medal when Celtic became the first British 
club to win the Cup in 1967. 

His coaching experience began with 
three years at Dundee, during which time 
the club was promoted to the Scottish 
Premier Division. 

In 1980 he came to Australia and spent 
two-and-a-half years with Apia 
Leichhardt, shaping a team which boasted 
young stars like lan Gray, Paul Carter and 
John Bradley. 

After one season with Wollongong City, 
he was appointed as coach of Penrith City 
when the newly-formed club was 
accepted into the NSL for the 1984 season. 

When he took on the job, Wallace was 
in the unique position of not having a 
single player on the books: yet he 
assembled a competitive, if 
unspectacular, squad which secured 


Penrith’s place in the League last season. 


In the current campaign, Penrith City 
have recorded some memorable results: 
1-0 wins over 1984's top two teams, 
Sydney City and Sydney Olympic, and a 2- 
2 draw with this year's pacesetters 
Sydney Croatia. 

Wallace is naturally pleased with those 
results, but adds: “We have also given 
away silly points and we could be ina 
much better position than we're in.” 

He said there has been a distinct 
improvement in midfield this year. 

“Last year our defence was solid and 
tight and the same applies this year, but 


we're also a little bit better equipped in 
the middle of the park now." 

In midfield lan Wotherspoon has been 
joined by Bobby Hebb, signed from Mt 
Druitt Town, and Brian Jackson, who has 
looked the part since Wallace moved him 
back from the forward-line. “ 

“There is more ability in midfield now, 
but in saying that | still think we can do 
better.” 


Up-front, Wallace says young Randell 
Easthorpe is continually improving, while 
former Youth Socceroo star lan Hunter has 
picked up his form after a dismal 1984 
season. 

In goalkeeper Mike Gibson, Penrith 
have a player whom Wallace believes 
could push for Socceroo honours in the 
future. 

“'Last year we dropped him and started 
all over again with him, and he has 
improved out of sight. 

“would rate him and Anthony Franken 
as the best goalkeepers in this division, as 
they are the most consistent.” 

Gibson and Franken are two young 
Australians who have emerged as top- 
class players in the last couple of years. 

However, Wallace says there are not 
enough quality youngsters coming through 
to senior level — and that has 
disappointed him. 

“Since | came here in 1980, | haven't 
seen a tremendous amount of 
improvement in the game. 

“There are good young Aussie players 
coming through, but not in the volume we

any in the world. 

In the final year of his contract with 


Penrith, Wallace's immediate ambition is 
to guide the club into the best possible 
Position in the League.

IT really is time for soccer fans, to 
stand up and be counted.

The scare tactics 
had their effect — only 
13,004 fans to what 
was a first-class soc- 
cer attraction. 

But, as we all know, 
the anti-soccer feeling 
goes a lot deeper. 

Some people earn 
their living out of 
sport, yet take every 
concievable opportun- 
ity to hit soccer.

“FIFA is appalled and deeply sorrowed by the 
tragic incidents which occurred at the Final of 
the UEFA Champion Clubs’ Cup in Brussels. 

“On behalf of the World Football Federation, 
FIFA president Joao Havelange offers condo- 
lences and profoundest sympathy to the be- 
reaved families and friends. 

“The alarming increase of clashes, with 
serious consequences, afflicting football _recent- 
ly, both in Europe and overseas, induces FIFA to 
recall with the greatest emphasis the Memoran- 
dum against violence issued in November 1984, 
as well as the Resolutions of the Executive 
Committee concerning guarantees of safety at 
football grounds, passed on 28 April this year. 


“FIFA will make every endeavour within its 
power to ensure that the required measures are 
imposed by the national associations, and will 
not hesitate to resort to harsh sanctions against 
match organisers who fail to take adequate 
precautions.

LOOKING at goalkeeper’s and their general involvement with the rest of the team at 
training, it appears that this is often a neglected area and one which coaches should 


give a bit more thought to. 


Even on our courses on the National Coaching 
Scheme, we are now involving specialist 
goalkeeper coaches and Brian Williamson (ex- 
Leeds, Nottingham Forest, Leicester and Fulham) 
is now involved with that specialist department, 

Here is a typical session that could be worked 
‘on with the goalkeepers. 

As well as specialist individual staff, other 
Practices are involved with the rest of the team. 

WARM-UP EXERCISES: GK's together on 
individual work. 

POSSESSION PRACTICE: with team. 

TEAM TACTICAL ORGANISATION: with 


team. 

SHOOTING PRACTICE: with team. 

GAME: with team. 

WARMN-UPS: 15 mins exercises starting from 
neck and working down the body. 

BALL WARM-UPS: Working generally with 
coach on various ball-handling practices. 

Then ball between two with all work done in 
the goal area. 

Starting from the ball being folled along the 
ground forcing keeper to go backwards on his 
toes for about 15 metres, then work the other 
keeper back to starting point. Rest then same 
again over a two-minute time span. 

Similar set-up but ball going into keeper's 
chest. 

Same set-up with ball going above keeper's 
head to make him stretch. 

Back technique training on handling and bring- 
ing ball into body can be worked on, 

POSSESSION PRACTICE: In say half a pitch 
area. 

General possession practice between two 
teams of eight with GKs. Object is for GKs to 
move anywhere in area. Team in possession 
after three or four passes has to find either of 
the goalkeepers who in turn then throws to the 
other keeper who returns to them in possession. 

A good practice involving whole team on 
passing and support — getting head up off the 
ball, etc. 

For goalkeepers — throwing, catching and 
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GOALKEEPER coach Brian Williamson pic- 
tured during his playing days in England. 
general awarness as well as involvement with 
rest of team. 

TEAM TACTICAL 
Defence v Attack. 

GK playing and organising defence in general 
play as well as seting play (corner, free-kicking 
against). 

SHOOTING PRACTICE: There are many 
shooting practices which keep goalkeepers 
active and alert. This is a good one for a lot of 
work in a short time: 

GK in each goal (full-size goals), area two 
penalty areas (extension of marked penalty 
area), spare balls behind each goal, so plenty of 
action then 2 v 2 or 3 v 3 looking for shots at 
every opportunity. 

SMALL-SIDE GAME: With normal-sized 
goals. 

This would be a good session involving the 
GK’s with the rest of the team. Obviously there 
are many other practices but with a bit of 
thought the GK needn't be neglected.
